LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 

LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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THE COMPETITIVENESS OF U. S. INDUSTRIES REQUESTED BY THE 
PRESIDENT, THE COMMISSION IS SEEKING DATA ON UNIT COSTS OF 
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PRODUCTION FOR SPECIFIED PRODUCTS OF SELECTED INDUSTRIES 
WHICH HAVE MADE SIGNIFICANT IMPORT PENETRATION OF THE U. S. 
MARKET. THIS INVESTIGATION IS BEING CONDUCTED UNDER 
SECTION 332 OF THE TARIFF ACT OF 1930, AS AMENDED, AND IS 
A DIRECT EXECUTIVE RESPONSE TO CURRENT, PRESSING TRADE 
PROBLEMS. INFORMATION ON THE LEVEL AND STRUCTURE OF 
FOREIGN PRODUCERS' COSTS COMPARED TO DOMESTIC PRODUC- 
ERS' COSTS WILL BE SPECIFICALLY USEFUL IN THE MULTILATERAL 
TRADE NEGOTIATIONS PROPOSED TO BEGIN IN SEPTEMBER. 1973.

PEOPLE KNOW VERY LITTLE ABOUT US. ONE VISITING 
JOURNALIST WAS ASKED, " ARE YOU JANE FONDA?" ON OTHER 
HAND, OFFICIAL GUIDING AMERICAN GROUP EXCUSED HIMSELF 
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TO GO LISTEN TO VOA ( NYT). 

1 1 . REUTER ( NYT) REPORTS COMMUNISTS ATTACK 5 MILES 
WEST OF PP. ALL BUT 1 OF 7 MAIN ROUTES INTO PP NOW CUT. 
CINCPAC ANNOUNCES AIR STRIKES CONTINUE OVER CAMBODIA.

CONVINCING REASON FOR NOT DOING SO. THAT IS PRECISELY

IS MORE HOPEFUL. WITH RESPECT TO ARGUMENTATION OVER 
DIRECT BILATERAL VS. MULTILATERAL AID, SNOW SAYS 
MISSION REPORT MAY PROMOTE COMPROMISE SOLUTION WHEREBY 
US AID TO SVN, CAMBODIA AND LAOS WOULD BE CHANNELED 
MULTILATERALLY AND INITIAL AID TO NVN WOULD BE DIRECT - 
WASHINGTON TO HANOI. ROGERS
